Dean Esmail welcomed the President, Dr. Claude Lajeunesse and the Vice-President and Provost, 
Dr. Martin Singer and invited them to address the Council. 


President’s Remarks 


Dr. Lajeunesse began his remarks by expressing his pleasure at being able to address the Faculty 
Council. He spoke of his pride for the Faculty and its leading edge research. 


He stated that the Faculty showed impressive growth in its research output and had professors with 


outstanding reputations in their fields. Dr. Lajeunesse stated that he believes the faculty members 
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make the difference in a university and that the professors and students of the Faculty make 
Concordia proud. 


Dr. Lajeunesse also expressed his appreciation for the work of Dean Esmail and stated that he was 
pleased that the Board agreed to allow an Evaluation Committee to review the Dean’s work and 
decide on an additional three-year term. He expressed his wish that this be done in a collegial 


fashion. 


Finally Dr. Lajeunesse expressed his pride at being at Concordia and stated his objective of making 
sure that Concordia is recognized for its accomplishments by the public, governments and other 
organizations. He expressed his conviction that the quality of the people of Concordia will make it a 


top rank institution. 
Vice-President & Provost’s Remarks 


Dr. Singer added that he was delighted that Dr. Lajeunesse had joined Concordia and stated that Dr. 
Lajenuesse’s engineering background would enable him to appreciate the Faculty’s achievements 
even more. He also stated that his fundamental academic priority was to make Concordia one of the 
leading institutions in Canada and for it to receive the recognition that it deserves. 


The floor was opened to questions for Dr. Lajeunesse and Dr. Singer. Discussion ensued on 
various questions regarding workloads and research, research support, the academic plan of the 
university and the university’s long-term space plan.
